the Alumni Board held its first Meeting 
in the new—and unfinished—Alumni 
Center. Although staff had joked about 
the need for hard hats, the board went 
about its usual Homecoming business 
despite a background of construction 
noise as the builder headed toward 
completion deadlines. The board's 
actions included the approval of a 
revision of the Alumni Association 
Bylaws. The Bylaws, last revised in 1978, 
were tightened and updated by a 
committee headed by Sheldon Morgan 
55 and had been printed in the October 
Alumneus 

Alumni Scholarships 

Other items of business included the 
increasing of amount of each Alumni 
Scholarship. Each Alumni Scholarship 
had been $800 annually since their 
inauguration. The Alumni Board, at the 
request of Executive Director Jeny F. 
Smith “64 and Alumni President Batey 
Gresham °S7, increased each of the 40 
scholarships to $1,300. 

In addition, the board passed a 
resolution expressing its wholehearned 
Suppor for Executive Director Jeny F. 
Smith, in light of an intemal audit (see 
story page 3). 

In other action, the Alumni Board 
heard a report from the Alumni Center 
Architect Joe Donofro 78 and a discus 


sion of plans to landscape the center 
from Tom Eden "50, whose Garden of 
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Eden Nursery in Auburn is making the 
landscaping of the grounds a gift to the 
Association. Also related to the Alumni 
Center, the board passed resolutions

naming several areas in the center for 
major donors whose pledges or gifts to 
the center are complete 

The entrance hall or foyer of the 
building will be named the Guy L Bums 
Hall of Honor, in honor of Guy L Burns 
27. The offices housing the accounting 
staff will be named in honor of Admiral 
Eugene E. May, while the computer and 
data information area will be named for 
the late Lois and Zack Huff. The three 
meeting rooms on the first floor will be 
named in honor of the Goodwin family: 
the James W. Goodwin Meeting Room, 
the Virginia Goodwin Meeting Room, 
and the Joy Goodwin Rudd Meeting 
Room. 

Before and after the meeting, the 
board members toured the Alumni 
Center and several of them headed over 
to hear vice presidential candidate Dan 
Quayle, who spoke on campus late that 
afternoon.

AU Trustee Bill Nichols Dies at Age 70 


Alabama Congressman William F. 
Nichols 39, longtime trustee and 
Supporter of Aubum, died of a heart 
atack December 13 while at work in 
his Washington, D.C, office. He was 
70. 

The Sylacauga Democrat, first 
elected to Congress in 1966 to 
represent Alabama's Third Congres. 
sional District, leaves a legacy of 
contributions to Alabama and to 
Aubum, where he was president pro 
tempore (vice president) of the Board 
of Trustees, having served as a trustee 
since 1968. He recently was elected 
to his 12th straight term in the House. 

Cong. Nichols visited campus as 
late as November, when he was 
presented the Walter Gilbert Award, 
the highest honor the university can 
bestow on a former athlete. In 
recognition of his war record, public 
service, and service to Aubum, the 
university's ROTC building is named 
in his honor. 


“Cong, Nichols always exemplified 
the utmost love for Auburn University,”

said Alumni Executive Director Jerry F. 
Smith. “His service as a trustee and 
representative will be irreplaceable. He 
will be greatly missed by the people of 
Alabama and his fellow Auburn alumni.” 
Cong. Nichols was bom on a small 
farm near the rural Mississippi town of 
Becker. His family later moved to 
Sylacauga, where he grew up. As an 
Aubum student, he excelled athletically 
and academically. During his five years 
at Auburn, he eamed a football schol 
arship, lettered three years on the 
football team, and captained the 1940 
team. He was in three honorary frater 
nities: Blue Key, Gamma Sigma Delta, 
and Scabbard and Blade. He eamed his 
bachelor's degree in agriculture in 1939 
and his master's in agronomy in 1940. 

Cong, Nichols began his career as an 
assistant county agent in Autauga County, 
but entered Army service in 1942 as a 
second lieutenant He saw action in 
France and Germany, was critically 
wounded in the Battle of the Hurtgen 
Forest, Germany, and eamed the bronze 
star and purple heart. 

After military retirement in 1947, 
Cong. Nichols retumed to Sylacauga with 
wife Carolyn and entered business with 
Parker Fertilizer Company and Parker 
Gin Company, rising to the rank of vice 
president and president of the two 
companies, respectively, before being 
elected to Congress. 

Cong. Nichols was elected to the 
Alabama House of Representatives in 
1959 and to the state Senate in 1963, 
earning recognition for efforts to 
improve education, roads, and the farm 
economy. He was elected to the US. 
House of Representatives in 1966 and 
was a member of the House Armed 
Services Committee and chairman of its 
Investigations Subcommittee. 

Survivors include his wife, Carolyn 
Funderburk Nichols; two daughters, 
Margaret Nichols Viachos 74 of Athens, 
Greece, and Memorie Nichols Mitchell 
‘70 of Birmingham; one son, Flynt 
Nichols of Dallas, Texas; and three 
grandchildren.

president of the Alumni Association, 
currently Batey M. Gresham, welcomed 
those attending and introduced the 
university president for remarks. Presi 
dent Martin recounted Aubum's record: 
setting enrollment of 20,553 and talked 
about the current university building 
Program. 

Alumni President Gresham led off his 
report to the alumni talking about “the 
Alumni Association’s most significant 
achievement” of the past year, the 
construction of “our magnificent new 
building which will soon be completed 
on South College Street.” He noted that 
next Homecoming the Alumni Associ. 
ation will be meeting in the new Alumni 
Center, gathering for the first time in a 
home of its own. 

Mr. Gresham recounted a number of 
other firsts achieved by the Alumni

Association in the past year, including 
the first alumni directory, of which more 
than 6,000 were sold and which “was 
received with great enthusiasm by 
alumni and enabled many of us to 
contact long-lost friends from Auburn 
days.” The Alumni Association inaugu 
rated the credit card program, from 
which the Aubum Alumni Association 
received $161,910 in 1987-88. “The 
Alumni Association also emphasized its 
recognition of the importance of teach 
ing at Aubum, by presenting its first two 
Alumni Undergraduate Teaching 
Excellence Awards,” continued Mr. 
Gresham. 

“During the past year we had more 
people than ever before involved in the 
activities of the Auburn Alumni 
Association,” Mr. Gresham said, “not 
only here in Alabama but coast to coast 
Membership rose toa new high of 35,077 
in 1987-88." Four new clubs were added, 
bringing the number of Auburn Clubs 
to 117. The Association mailed more 
than 1.3 million items during the past 
year including 350,000 copies of The 
Auburn Alumneus 

The 1987-88 year of the Alumni 
Association saw the inauguration of the 
Golden Eagle Society, honoring each 
alumnus who has celebrated his or her 
50th anniversary of graduation. In 
addition, summer reunions went into 
their second year, bringing back to 
campus members of the classes of 1943, 
48, '53, 58, ‘63, '68, and 73 to spend 
three days in Aubum meeting faculty 
and students and renewing their 
acquaintance with Auburn and with 
each other. 
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In addition, Mr. Gresham reminded 
the alumni attending the annual meeting 
that more than 400 alumni retum to 
campus annually to be involved with 
advisocy councils of the various colleges 
and schools. 

Mr. Gresham also talked about the 
Club Leadership weekend which brings 
club officers to campus to learn about 
the Alumni Association and the univer 
sity and get information about the 
different areas of the Alumni Office as 
well as admissions, financial aid, work 
ing with the cheerleaders and Aubie, 
involvement in athletics, etc 


In discussion of other programs of 
the Alumni Association, Mr. Gresham 
listed the receptions for Alumni Scholars 
and Alumni Professors, the annual 
presentation of the Graduate Faculty 
Award, and the tenth presentation of the 
Extension Service Awards sponsored by 
the Alumni Association and made to 
members of the Extension Staff. 


In recounting the activities of the 
Alumni Association, Mr. Gresham also 
brought the membership up-to-date of 
the activities of the Alumni Board, 
mentioning in particular, the board's 
efforts to strengthen its relationship with 
the faculty and a number of projects in 
which it hid been involved, including 
“updating and revision of the Alumni 
Association Bylaws.” He also noted that 
other committees were looking at setting 
policies and procedures for carrying out 
the business of the Alumni Association 
and for the operation of the new Alumni 
Center. 

He previewed Treasurer Rhett Riley's 


report later by commenting on the 
income to the Alumni Association, which 
reached an alltime high of $48,172 
from dues, Life Membership payments, 
the credit card program, interest on Life 
Membership investments, and income 
from such programs as travel promo 
tions, etc 

He noted that the Alumni and 
Development staff have secured more 
than $49 million in private suppor for 
Auburn University in the past three years. 
That figure is $12 million more than any 
previous three years in Aubum's history 
including the Generations Fund drive. 

He concluded by saying “we are 
accomplishing many activities through 
our 52-member staff toward the furth 
erance and improvement of the Aubum 
Alumni Association and, through it 
Auburn University.” 


Later business included the presen 
tation of the revised Bylaws by commit 
tee chairman Morgan, who noted tha 
the Bylaws were mainly updated and 
tightened. The lengthy specifics for 
organizing clubs and for governing Of 
the Greater Auburn Fund Athletics wert 
removed from the Bylaws to be included 
in the policies of the Alumni Association 
exactly as they existed in the Bylaws 
according to a resolution passed by the 
board on Friday aftemoon, Nov. 4 


However, immediately before the 
annual meeting, Dr. Wilford S. Bailey "42, 
president of the NCAA, expressed 
concem that having the GAF section ip 
the policies rather than in the Bylaws 
could present problems for Auburn with 
the NCAA. Consequently, the resolution 
which Mr. Morgan presented to the 
Annual Meeting called for the approval 
of the Bylaws retaining all the GAF 
language of the previous Bylaws. 

Other minor changes included 
substituting masculine and feminine 
designations rather than the usual 
masculine designation to refer to both 
sexes in the document; the registration 
of the corporation with the state of 
Alabama rather than Lee County to bring 
the Alumni Association in line with 
current Alabama law; and the addition 
of the word present in an instance where 
it had been omitted. Discussion 
followed on the article dealing with 
removal of directors from office, but, as 
it was not a change from the previous 
Bylaws, no revision was made. 

Consequently, the revised Bylaws 
were approved by the members attend. 
ing the Annual Meeting. 


Election of Officers 


Other Alumni Association business 
included the election of officers. Mr. 
Gresham was elected to a second term 
as Alumni Association president. Five 
new members of the board of directors 
chosen include Russell E. Allman, Sr., "69 
of Mobile, Cynthia Williams Athey ‘72 
of Jacksonville, Fla., Cleve Wester '59 of 
Albany, Ga. J. Pat Galloway ‘51 of 
Auburn, and Thomas H. Lowder 72 of 
Birmingham. 

Five members of the boards complet 
ing three-year terms were Joe B. Crane 
43, DVM, of Valdosta, Ga, H.B. Lee ‘61 
of Birmingham, BJ.

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Internal Audit 
of Petty Cash 
Fund Positive

A routine audit that started with the 
petty cash account of the executive 
director and encompassed all the funds 
of the Alumni and Development Office 
has been released, revealing that funds 
were spent within Alumni Association 
and Auburn University guidelines. 
Alumni Association officials had main 
tained throughout the audit that the 
result would be positive, passing a 
resolution in support of Executive 
Director Jerry F. Smith "64 at the board 
of directors’ meeting on Nov. 4. 

The audit report complimented the 
Alumni and Development Office on its 
improved record-keeping under the 
present executive director and made 
several recommendations, many of 
which Executive Director Smith said will 
be implemented immediately and others 
which will require the consideration of 
cither the Alumni Board or the Aubum 
University Foundation Board. 

President James E. Martin ordered the 
intemal audit of the pewy cash account 
of the executive director, which was 
agreed to by the Alumni Board. The 
$55,000 account in question is used for 
a variety of expenses, including many 
involved with entertaining Auburn 
University and alumni guests for which 
money is not available from other funds. 
For instance, included in the fund was 
$9,000 spent to entertain state legislators 
and $1,900 spent by the President's 
Office: 


In a memorandum to the Alumni and 
Development staff in late November 
before the audit repom became public 
but after the Alumni Board had seen it, 
Batey M. Gresham °57, president of the 
Aubum Alumni Association, noted that 
“the audit report reflected well on the 
financial record-keeping and manage 
ment of the office..While there were 
Suggestions for continued improve 
ments, the board feels that the audit's 


recommendations when implemented 
will serve to make the Alumni and 
Development Office's financial manage 

He concluded, “The Alumni Associ 
ation Board has full confidence in Jerry 
Smith as our executive director. It is time 
to get back to our real order of busi 
ness—serving our alumni and raising 
funds for the further enrichment of 
Aubum University.” 

The Alumni and Development Office 
is made up of the Aubum Alumni 
Association, the Auburn University 
Foundation, and the Development 
Office of Auburn University. Funds for 
each division are audited annually— 
those of the Alumni Association and the 
Aubum University Foundation by an 
outside accounting firm, those of the 
Development Office by the university 
auditors. Many staff members have 
fesponsibilities in several areas. In a 
statement releasing the audit on Dec. 12, 
President Martin said that because of the 
“complexity of the operation, there is 
room for considerable difference of 


records” in the Alumni and Develop 
ment Office under Executive Director 
Smith. 

The internal auditors routinely do a 
dozen such audits a year, according to 
@ university source, who said that it is 
Not university policy to make audits 
public. However, a “confidential mem. 
Orandum” to the alumni board and 
Presiden Martin, signed by the chairman 
of the faculty senate, Dr. Ben Fitzpatrick, 
Jr.,"52, went to the press several days after 
the alumni petty cash audit began and 
Spread the news of the audit along with 
various rumors and allegations 
statewide. 

The memorandum charged the 
executive director with “extravagant 
Spending” and “possible fraud, viola 
tions of state laws and fiscal regulations, 
[and] noncompliance with University 
financial procedures,” although it con 
cluded that the charges were based on 
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“allegations and rumors” of which Dr. 
Fitzpatrick said he had “tittle if any direct 
knowledge.” 

The memorandum also referred to 
“the credit card fiasco,” charging that the 
Auburn Spirit Card contract was 
improperly awarded. The audit report 
noted that “it appears that Colonial Bank 
was awarded the credit card program for 
having the most attractive proposal and 
that attempts were made to keep the 
selection process objective.” The Auburn 
Alumni Association received more than 
$161,000 in income from the credit card 
Program in fiscal year 1987-88. 

Dr. Pitzpatrick'’s memo questioned 
the size of the Alumni Center and the 
fact that the builders were chosen 
through negotiation rather than bids, and 
Suggested that cost overruns were 
imminent. The audit did not address the 
cost of the Aubum Alumni Center, but 
the architect, Joe Donofro and 
Associates, noted that the $2.6 million 
construction cost equals $73.91 per 
square foot. The average university 
‘construction cost for buildings is $80 per 
square foot according to university 
sources. The entire Alumni Center 
project has a budget of $3.2 million and 
the facility is expected to come in at 
budget or under, according to Mr. Smith. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick's memorandum also 
ctiticized the cost of the conference table 
for the Board Room, charging that 
because of its being made specially for 
the room, that it is expen 
sive at $22,000. A local office supply 
Priced a similar walnut conference table 
at $31,000, or $25,000 with the university 
discount, according to information given 
the Alumni Association. Mr. Smith has 
pointed out that only money which has 
been specifically given to the Alumni 
Center fund is being used for its 
construction and furnishing. Charles 
Mayton “49 of Demopolis, a member of 
the Alumni Board, has asked that his gift 
to the Alumni Center be used to pay 
for the conference table. 

Other questions raised in Dr. Fitz 
patrick’s memo about Mr. Smith's 
“extravagance” related to the staff 
retreats, staff Chrismas parties, baby: 
sitting services when alumni staff are on 
trips for the Association, the cleaning of 
his home for alumni functions, and the 
paying of a substitute teacher for Mrs. 
Smith when she traveled with her 
husband to help host alumni activities. 
The Alumni Board viewed those costs 
as “not out of line with normal business 
expenditures.” 


As a result of the publicity surround. 
ing the university audit of alumni funds, 


The special audit committee reviewed 
the report on Nov. 27 and compiled a 
Statement for President Martin. The 
statement recommended that the boards 
of the Alumni Association and the 
Auburn University Foundation should 
consider the recommendations of the 
audit report and provide general guide- 
lines for the executive director's use and 


protection. In addition, they recom- 
mended that several items including staff 
retreats, seminars, etc, be made a part 
of the budget, rather than be paid for 
from the executive director's discretion 
ary fund. In addition, the statement 
Stressed that “Auburn University has a 
special relationship with its alumni and 
friends_.which_has produced a spirit of 
cooperation between the various ongan- 
izations which has been beneficial to 
Auburn University and must be con- 
tinued.” The Office of Alumni and 
Development has raised more than $50 
million in private suppor for Auburn 
University in the past three years, more 
than any other three years in Aubum 
history. 

“In addition,” the statement said “it 
must be observed that Jerry Smith, as 
executive director, has been 
instrumental in making significant 
improvements in the accounting system 
of the Alumni Association and the 
Foundation, which are reflected in the

Roden inadequate medium for recording 

the beauty of the season now swiftly passing. Yet 

an outline of its most notable features may serve 

to preserve and quicken our remembrance of one 

of the loveliest autumns 1 have witnessed during 

a lifetime of observing the changing faces of 

Alabama woodlands. 

‘The transformation began rather slowly during 
late September and early October with widely 
scattered dogwood, gum, and sourwood providing 
an occasional dash of scarlet among the rolling 
seas of green. That phase lasted so long that we 
began to wonder if the full burst of color would 
come at all this year. Then, during the second 
weekend in October, it happened with an 
explosion of great swaths of brilliant reds with 
golden and purple fringes. Everywhere blackgum, 
maple, sassafras, sourwood, and .sweetgum 
adorned the landscape with burning color ranging 
from pink to crimson. Some of the versatile 
sweetgums added touches of purple, while elms, 
hickories, poplars, and sycamores etched some 
golden patterns and borders as they began to 
change. 

Then, as the first assorted reds began to fade, 
gold in all its varied tints spread its canopy over 
hills and hollows and mountains and valleys and 
remained for weeks to rival the soft rays of the 
autumnal sun. And later, as the golden glow began 
to dim, the lordly oaks ushered in a renascence 
of scarlet and crimson to drape the hills and 
mountains with a cloak as deep and dark as velvet. 

Except in a few favored spots, the crimson 
cloak has faded now, and soon all remnants of 
it will disappear, but I trust that this magnificent 
season will live long in our hearts and quicken 
our souls with memories of it and of beloved 
friends and kinsmen who have departed this 
earthly realm during the year of nineteen hundred 
and eighty-cight, which also moves swiftly to its 
end 


A Note of Gratitude—On November 11, 1988, 
my father, Jerry Roden, Sr., died in the Boaz 
Albertville Medical Center after a long and gailant 
battle against recurrent bouts of pneumonia which 
began last June. From the beginning of his life 
on March 13, 1898, until the day of his death, 
Dad was a fighter who stood on principle and 
bowed only to Divine Will as he interpreted that 
from family tradition and the Holy Writ. He had 
a keen sense of decorum about matters of serious 
import, yet he never took himself too seriously, 


for he was blessed with a marvelous sense of 
humor. His native wit was abetted by a remarkable 
memory which stored hundreds of humorous 
anecdotes, volumes of poetry, and countless songs 
of ancient and current vintage. He was a constant 
source of entertainment, inspiration, and fresh 
perspective. To him I owe the gift of existence 
and a large portion of any worthwhile insights 
I have attained. | am grateful for the privilege 
of bearing his name.

Meanwhile, Back at the Ranch

The library fund drive has just passed its $5 
million goal, the new Alumni Center—long- 
awaited and much-needed—nears completion, 
the number of dues-paying members of the 
Aubum Alumni Association has never been higher. 
Gifts coming into the Office of Alumni and 
Development have exceeded $15 million for the 
past fiscal year, and the private support for the 
university has totaled $50 million in the past three 
years. Aubum beat Alabama for the third straight 
time Thanksgiving weekend, and for the second 
year in a row we will be bringing in the New 
Year at the Sugar Bowl. 

Everyone should be on top of the world in 
the Office of Alumni and Development. But we 
aren't. An attack launched from within and without 
on the integrity of the Auburn Alumni Association 
in general and on its executive director, Jerry F. 
Smith, in particular, has kept the AP wires, the 
Tumor mills, and the paper factories all busy and 
has caused a great deal of hurt, wasted time, and 
mistrust at a time all should be happiness and 
excitement, as, in a dream-come-true, we 
to move in the Association's first home of its own. 

Three years ago when President Martin and 
the-then-presidents of the Auburn University 
Foundation and the Auburn Alumni Association 
named Mr. Smith, a nine-year veteran of the 
Alumni & Development Office, to be its head, 
a new era started in this office. 

In the seven or so years of Generation Fund 
drive preparation and completion, everything had 
changed. The staff had grown, computers had 
invaded. The Generations Drive had succeeded 
beyond anyone’s dream—unless it was Buck 
Bradberry’s—and at the same time raised the 
faculty's expectations. 

Auburn, long adept at making a virtue out of 
necessity, and traditionally proud of making-do, 
Stretching-out, and getting-by on insufficient state 
funding, got a taste of the possibilities of private 
Support and endowments. At the same time, a 
relatively-new president had come to town with 
a five-year plan of his own: getting Aubum’s library 
accepted by the Association of Research Libraries, 
doubling graduate enrollment, doubling contract 
and grant money, and making Auburn into a 
research university. All of that takes money too. 

Meanwhile back in the Alumni and Develop- 
ment Office, the new executive director set about 
re-organizing the office, strengthening Aubum’s 
traditional reunion and club programs, and adding 
many new programs to serve alumni and the 
university. 

Usually new leaders make changes, as did Mr. 
Smith. And not everybody liked that. 

In the pre-Generations Fund days, the small 
staff answered to the executive director and if he 
wasn't available, they dealt with his administrative 
assistant, who, on a day-to-day basis handled the 


administrative staff was more or less on an equal 
basis, functioning much like a university depart- 
ment. With the addition of staff under the 
Generations Fund and the 


With the new executive director, things 
changed. He organized the staff into units. 


Suddenly everyone was accountable to someone 
else. A chain of command went into effect, and, 
instead of being like a university department, the 
Office became more like a business. Although he 
welcomed any staff member in his office, Mr. Smith 
expected any work problem to have been 
discussed with supervisors before it came to him. 
‘With input from those concemed, the executive 
director established goals for each unit and for 
individual development officers on which they 
would be evaluated. Not everybody liked that 
either. 


An accountant came in to handle financial 
matters and work with the executive director to 
establish budgets. Staff members who had never 
known what their projects cost now had budgets. 
And new projects. And supervisors. And were 
supervisors. Each of us had to adjust. 

A good attitude and the ability to change are 
important attributes for any job. So are intelli- 
gence, integrity, and, not least, loyalty. Most of 
us adjusted. Most of us found the changes exciting. 
We found a new sense of purpose. And if we 
worked long and hard, the executive director 
worked even longer and harder. 

As the member of the staff who's been here 
the longest, I have had the great good fortune 
of working in an organization where all my 
bosses—Executive Directors Jerry F. Smith, 
George L (Buck) Bradberry, and Joseph B. Sarver, 
Jr, and Alumnews editors Jerry Roden, Jr., and 
Fowler Dugger, Jr.—have been men of intelli- 
gence, integrity, and kindness. Each of the 
executive directors for whom 1 have worked has 
been a man of unusual ability. Each was different, 
each had a different management style, but each 
was the right man for the job at the time. 


Until recently, the staff of the Alumni and

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Homecoming for 
Dooley Brings 
Mixed Emotions

It's the day before the 1988 Auburn 
ame, and for Vincent J. Dooley 
rsonal homecoming, 
As his Georgia football players wander 
around the playing field at Jordan-Hare 
Stadium, some indifferent to its massive 
size, some awed, their coach walks 
among them, hands in pockets, offering 
words of encouragement in his quiet 
Southem draw and occasionally cocking 
his head as if listening for echoes of the 
roar of long ago crowds only he can hear. 

Dean of Southeastern Conference 
(SEC) coaches and now completing his 
25th year as head coach at the University 
if Georgia, where he also serves as 
athletic director, Dooley has walked this 
field on many a November afternoon. 
From 1950 to 1953, he played on this 
turf as a safety and quarterback for the 
Tiger football team. After a two-year stint 
inthe Marines, he retumed as an assistant 
coach, And since leaving Auburn for the 
Georgia coaching job in 1963, he comes 
back every other year as an enemy—if 
only for a day—winning seven, los’ 
five, and tying one against his alma mater 
in Auburn, 

That he would one day come back 
to Auburn seeking his 200th career 
victory still seems somewhat surprising 
to Dooley, who on this particular visit 
seeks unsuccessfully to deflect talk of

arrived to play on the freshman squad.

But Dooley never thought 
twice about coming to Aubum. 

1 got several scholarship offers but 
| really liked Auburn,” he remembers, 
protesting that thinking so far back taxes 
his memory beyond its reach. "I was 
impressed with the spirit and 1 really 
liked and trusted the Aubum people | 
met. I knew the football team faced a 
rebuilding period when I got here, but 
| didn’t realize how much rebuilding 
They didnt win a game the year | 
arrived.” 

The following year, however, Ralph 
(Shug) Jordan "32 returned to the Plains 
as coach—ironically, it would later tum 
out, from the University of Georgia—and 
the Tigers’ football fortunes immediately 
began to look up. With a sophomore 
Dooley starting at safety, Aubum won 
five games that year and upset perennial 
conference power Vanderbilt. Dooley 
remembers that game as his finest hour 
as a player. 

“Vandy had a great passing combo- 
Wade to Cumis—and they fielded one 
of the strongest teams in the conference 
a that time,” he says. “I played in my

first varsity game that day and I think 
1 intercepted a couple of passes. It was 
a big thrill for me. It seems strange to 
think of Aubum upsetting Vanderbilt, 
especially in the context of recent years, 
but it was cenainly a big upset at the 
time.” 

Aualented athlete, Dooley also played 
guard on Coach Bill Lynn's freshman 
basketball team with such other Aubum 
notables as James E. Manin °S4 and 
William A. Fickling “54, who later went 
on to found Charter Medical Corp. in 
Macon, Ga, and who is still a close 
friend. “We were known as ‘the swish 
kids,” Dooley remembers. “We didn't 
Jose a game all year.” As a sophomore, 
Dooley played for Coach Joel Eaves '37 
and his varsity Tigers, establishing a 
bond with Eaves which would later be 
akey to his career. A knee injury suffered 
in a football game early in his junior

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year ended his basketball career, but 
Dooley retumed to play football at both 
quarterback and safety in 1953 as Coach 
Jordan employed a platoon system, using 
two different offensive units with 
different strengths. 

‘I developed most of my coaching 
philosophy and technique from observ. 
fing Coach Jordan and’ Coach’ Faves,” 
Dooley notes. “I remember Coach 
Jordan as a real teacher and a great 
Southern gentleman. As a coach, he saw 
the broad view, letting his assistants 
handle the details and overseeing the 
Program from above. Most of all, he was 
agreat delegator. 

“Coach Eaves, on the other hand, paid 
more attention to details, handling 
everything himself. But, like Coach 
Jordan, he was a great teacher and 
motivator who knew how to get the most 
out of his players. Both coaches strongly 
influenced my career.” 


After military service, Dooley returned 
to Aubum as an assistant on Coach 


in 1960, following her graduation, the 
two were married in Birmingham. In 
addition to his new bride, Dooley added 
a second Aubum degree while working 
as a coach. Though he received his 
bachelor's degree in business, he took 
advantage of his time on campus to 
renew a life-long fascination with history 
and eam a master’s degree in that subject 
in 1963, writing his thesis on Alabama 
Senator James T. Heflin under the 
Supervision of such Aubum historians as 
Malcolm McMillan, Ed Williamson, and 
Robert Partin. 


Fall 1963 also marked a career 
watershed for Dooley, as he left Aubum 
for Georgia to become the Bulldog head 
coach on the recommendation of Joel 
Eaves, lured from Auburn to Georgia as 


athletic director only weeks prior to 
offering Dooley the Bulldogs’ head 
coaching job. “The choice of Vince 
Dooley as head football coach was 
probably the easiest decision I ever 
made,” Eaves commented later in a 
conversation with Jesse Outlar, author 
of the book Benwwen the Hedges: A Story 
of Georgia Football “\ was impressed 
with Vince the first time I ever saw him. 
He played basketball for me at Auburn, 
and 1 watched him coach the freshman 
football team after his fine career as a 
quarterback. On the sidelines, he 
handled himself well, and the players 
put out for him.” 

When Eaves called, Dooley was in 
Memphis recruiting for Auburn, but he 
hurried to Athens after consulting with 
Barbara and calling Coach Jordan in 
Montgomery to inform him he intended 
to take the job. The following day, 
Dooley signed a four-year contract and, 
at age 32, became the youngest head 
coach in the SEC 

He immediately began assembling a 
staff, including fellow Auburm men Erk 
Russell '49 and Jim Pyburn °57, a former 
teammate. Dooley’s first Bulldog team 
Opened the 1964 season against national. 
championship-bound Alabama with a 
31-3 loss. The following week, however, 
Georgia regrouped with a 7-0 win over 
Vanderbilt, and Dooley’s dogs have been 
winning ever since. 

In the 25 years since that 1964 season, 
Dooley has become-one of the most 
respected and successful coaches in 
college football and has taken his teams 
to 19 bowl games and a national 
championship. His career record of 199. 
76-10—a winning percemage of .716— 
left him just one game shor of becoming 
only the third active coach to teach the 
200-win plateau as he brought his 
Bulldogs to Auburn for the 1988 series 
renewal. He came very close to having 
the opportunity to reach this milestone 
as coach of the Tigers, having strongly 
considered returning to Auburn as coach 
after the departure of Doug Barfield 
following the 1980 season. 

‘I almost came back to Aubum in 
1980, but in the end I couldn't bear to 
leave Athens and the University of 
Georgia,” Dooley says of his decision 
to tum down the Auburm offer. “I still 
have a great deal of affection for Auburn, 
but my whole family grew up in Athens 
and I had been there for 17 years. If 
the chance had come a few years sooner, 
my decision might have been different, 
but as it cummed out, | think I did the 
tight thing for both Georgia and Auburn. 
T've enjoyed success since then at 
Georgia, and Auburn got Pat Dye.” 

Dooley almost left Georgia again in 
1985, this time to try his luck at politics 
by running for the US. Senate. The 
Georgia press speculated that, with the 
urging of his close friend and adviser 
Fob James 'S7, former Tiger football star 
and Alabama governor, he had already 
reached a decision to run. But in the 
end, Dooley’s love for football and 
coaching won out. “I came close, but 
I finally decided the timing was bad. The 


time seemed right politically, but not 
right football-wise.” Still, Dooley won't 
rule out a future try at political office. 
“Right now I've made no political plans,” 
he notes. “But as far as that goes, | never 
say never.” 

On this particular Friday, though, his 
only thoughts are of beating Aubum and 
wrapping up a share of the SEC crown. 
In the past three years, he has overcome 
an emotional coun case charging uni 
versity administrators with showing 
favoritism to athletes, two angioplasty 
procedures to unclog blocked arteries 
in his hear, and persistent rumors of 
his imminent retirement to bring his 
1988 team within one win of his seventh 
SEC tithe. There is little time this day for 
a stroll down memory lane for Dooley, 
who says the campus has changed so 
much in the years since he left that he 
can barely find the stadium.

As bas happened on many occasions 
in the storied bistory of the Auburn 
Georgia series, one team's dreams of an 
SEC crown came to an end the next day 
while the other team took a major step 
toward the title. On this particular 
November Saturday, Auburn's dreams of 
championship glory stayed alive with a 
20-10 victory. For the second straight 
year, the Tigers ended the Bulldogs’ 
championship bopes. But after the game, 
as ts bis style, a disappointed Dooley bad 
only compliments for bis foe, calling 
Auburn “the one great team in the SEC 
this year” 

With two games remaining in the 
1988 season, there was little doubt that 
Dooley would reach the 200-win mile- 
stone before the end of the season. He 
did just that with a 24-3 win over Georgia 
Tech on Nov. 26, and Auburn peopie 
everywhere were pulling for bim. There 
ts also little doubt that on Nov. 25, when 
Auburn beat Alabama 15-10 for a share 
Of the SEC title and a second consecutive 
Sugar Boul berth, at least one Georgia 
Bulldog was cheering the Tigers on.

Aubum almost proved the undoing 
of a 16-year-old freshman engineering 
student, the son of a Greek immigrant 
father anda mother whose Greek parents 
settled in Opelika. 

But that was more than three decades 
ago, and somewhere along the way, it's 
apparent that Jim Katechis "58 got his 
act together. 

The walls of his office are decorated 
with paintings of sailing ships, a reflec 
tion, he supposes, of his Greek heritage, 
and pictures of Star Wars battles, a 
reflection of his job. At 53, Katechis heads

the Army missile research program that 
this year became the Strategic Defense 
Initiative’s number one candidate for 
early deployment of Star Wars. The 
civilian manager at the Strategic Defense 
Command in Huntsville credits his father 
for instilling a work ethic and strong 
sense of patriotism in his five children. 

His father, Christopher Katechis, 
stepped off a ship in New York in 1919. 
He went to Birmingham to work at his 
uncle's restauram, the Metropolitan, but 
sleeping in the restaurant and living on 
$10 a month wasn’t for him. Deciding 
he could make more by rejoining the 
Greek navy, the World War I veteran 
decided to return to his native country 
But he stopped in Montgomery and 
found a job working for another uncle 
in the restaurant business. 

Shaky in his command of English 
he ran afoul of the law by sending a 
female customer on her way with a 
friendly slap on the back and a “See you 
later, you son of a b- 

“He copied the way his uncle treated 
a friendly customer,” Katechis said. “He 
wasn't aware he was using profanity 
When the judge understood his story, 
he let him off the hook.” The elder 
Katechis enrolled in a night class to learn 
English but quit when he decided he 
had better things to do than sit around 
on a 10-minute recess. He taught himself 
English and eventually bought his 
uncle's business. Today, Chris Katechis, 
93, and Chris’ Hotdogs (more than 80 
million sold) are mainstays of the 
Montgomery community. 


Jim Katechis was on the fast track 
when he graduated from Williams 
School in Montgomery as valedictorian 
and class president. Then, at 16, he 
enrolled at Aubum. Higher education 
proved liberating fora young man whose 
strict upbringing revolved around 
church, school, and work in his father's 
business. His college grades, he admits 
were below average. 

"You can imagine being freed from 
working seven days a week and being 
tumed loose on all those honeys,” he 
said. “Fortunately, some upper classmen 
gm me oriented right 

Or maybe it was those two years in 
the Army, it suddenly occurs to him 
Thanks to an invitation from Uncle Sam. 
he spent two years in the service before 
completing his senior year at Auburn. 

At 23, seven years after entering 
college, Katechis graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in mechanical engi 
neering and headed for Huntsville. twas 
1958, and Russia had shocked the world 
a year earlier by launching the first 
satellite. Until then, it would have been 
unacceptable for the son of a patriotic 
immigrant family to become anything 
less than a doctor or lawyer. Katechis 
said his father, perhaps reluctantly, 
agreed that he could contribute 
something to his country as an engineer. 
“There was a push for our country to 
enter the technology race, for us to keep 
our leadership in the Free World,” 
Katechis said. “I was motivated to pursue 
engineering and it was acceptable to my 
family.” 


His first job was with the Thiokol 
Chemical Corp, where he worked on 
focket propulsion for three air-to-air 
missiles, anti-ballistic missile (ABM) 
rocket motors, and stage-separation 
motors for the Saturn rocket. In 1964, 
he joined the Army's civilian research 
team at Redstone Arsenal. 

Over the next three decades, he would 
work on rocket research programs that 
became the Viper, Hellfire, Copperhead, 
and Muktiple Launch Rocket System, help 
devise countermeasures for enemy anti 
aircraft rockets in Vietnam, and work on 
the first American ABM system. He 
participated in the Fletcher study for 
Presidemt Reagan that became the Star 
Wars program. In 1986, he was appointed 
to his current job, project manager of 
the Exoatmospheric Reentry Interceptor 
Subsystem, or ERIS, a major component 
of an envisioned Star Wars defense. 

Katechis said he has remained in 
government service for 23 years because 
of some advice an industry executive 
gave him. “There is more glory and more 
financial reward available in industry 
Katechis said. “But the government gives 
a guy with the right background the 
opportunity to forge what we do next 
His counterpart in industry is responsi 
ble for what we require them to 
develop 

Katechis is not ready to talk retirement 
for a few more years. He's looking for 
another challenge to take on after he 
finishes the ERIS program. And recently 
he retumed to Aubum on Homecoming 
weekend to accept his alumni engineer 
ing association's highest award for career 
technical achievement 


Simms’ Olympic 
Duties Take Him 
Around Globe

This past summer in the city of Seoul 
South Korea, the world’s prime athletes 
gathered for the Olympic Games. This 
Eastern country, once devastated by war 
festively hosted Olympic competitors 
from nations all over the planet 
Unforunately, none of Aubum’'s athletes 
made it to the Games this time, but the 
university remained well-represented 
through the presence of Jack Simms ‘49, 
head of the Aubum Journalism Depart 
ment 


Mr. Simms, an Auburn native and 23 
year veteran of the Associated Press (AP), 
coordinated and supervised the efforts 
of 11 AP writers as they covered the non 
glamour events (ic. thase not carried 
extensively on television): archery 
swimming, weightlifting, wrestling, judo. 
field hockey, fencing, rowing, and 
canoeing. His staff of reporters came 
from such diverse locations as Tokyo, 
Paris, New York, New Delhi, Brussels, 
Minneapolis, Santa Barbara, Calif, and 
Aiken, S.C. The news collection pool he 
coordinated provided a money-saving, 
efficient way for the press to report 
events deserving of at least some 
coverage 


Seoul provided an occasion for Mr. 
Simms’ fourth tip to cover Olympic 
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Summer Game events. In Montreal in 
1976, he coordinated the pooled efforts 
of reporters working for Associated Press, 
United Press International, Reuters, and 
Agency French Presse. Later, he per 
formed similar duties at the 1980 Games 
in Moscow and the 1984 Games in Los 
Angeles. 

This time around, Mr. Simms’ group 
covered 18 events from an information 
pool box at the site. “I gave out the daily 
assignments to the staff writers and 
pointed out things that might provide 
an interesting angle for coverage,” Mr 
Simms explained. “Whenever an athlete 
stood the likelihood of winning several 
medals or something irregular came up, 
l advised my staff to cover it. I functioned 
like a waffic cop does, regulating the 
chaos.” 

Reporters sent their press releases by 
computer from the site of the game to 
the press box, where Mr. Simms would 
edit and send the copy on to the AP 
wire for release. He thinks that the Seoul 
Olympics were the most efficiently run 
Games he has ever seen. “Communica 
tion used to present a major problem 
in reporting quickly, but with all of the 
hightech equipment at our disposal 
today, we seem to have caught up with 
ourselves. The speed with which we can 
send out news releases over the wire 
amazes me. 

This year's Olympics ran from 
September 17 through October 2, and 
early security concerns fortunately 
proved unfounded. Ever since the 1972 
Olympic Games in Munich, West 
Germany, where terrorists killed Israeli 
athletes On live TV, safety has remained 
a major focus. Tensions were raised 
higher than ever this year with commu 
nist Noth Korea angered about not 
being allowed to co-host the Games. The 
only disturbances came from a few 
Student riots, which, Mr. Simms said, the 
media greatly overexaggerated. 

Here in the US,, those riots were 
shown every day on the nightly news, 
he said. “But they seemed about like 
the riots which occurred in Atlanta 
during the Democratic convention. 
There were only a few hundred students 
involved, and it_all happened about 20 
miles away from the Games site.” Mr 
Simms admits to playing a horrible joke 
on his wife, Lassie Rounds '47, when she 
telephoned him at the press center. “She 
called and asked about the riots,” he said. 
“Right in the middle of the conversation, 
| yelled "Everybody duck! and gave her 
a real scare. She thought someone had 
thrown a bomb into the room or 
something. Despite my joking, I'm truly 
Surprised no one tried anything. 

‘The Seoul security forces did an 
excellent job in keeping things calm,” 


he praised. “Some people expressed. 


concem that the Korean students would 
disrupt the marathon which stretched 
near the North Korean border, but the 
officials just moved it to another route. 
The only real tense moment came at the 
beginning when the torch carrier made 
his way toward the game site and 
someone tried to hit him with a fire 
bomb.” 


Mr. Simms said he wasn't worried 
about traveling to this global trouble 
Spot. “The Munich incident taught the 
Olympic organizers a lesson they cannot 
afford to forget,” he said. “Security has 
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been very thorough the past four 
Summer Games. Authorities check 
carefully before issuing press credentials 
and keep the number of visitors to the 
village manageable 

Although security in Seoul proved 
thorough, Mr. Simms considers it less 
tigid than the treatment American press 
members received in Moscow in 1980. 
“Traveling there concemed me more 
than going to Seoul did. We felt 
threatened more by the government than 
by any terrorists. Everywhere you went 
in Moscow, the Russians made searches. 
ft was an extremely involved process of 
inspection. In one room, a girl disco 
vered a bug which they used to monitor 
her activities. Of course, the Americans 
in the press didn’t receive much respect 
that year since we boycotted their Games 
in protest of the invasion of Afghanistan. 
Their athletes wanted a chance to 
compete with Americans. The Soviet 
government put a lot of money into 
those games to impress Westemers, and 
we denied them a chance to do that.” 

After the Russians boycotted the 
American Games four years later as an 
act of protest, it seemed the games had 
lost their competitive edge with the 
absence of the athletes from the rival 
Superpowers. The Seoul Olympics 
provided the first matchup of the US. 
and its Eastern Bloc Rivals in eight years, 
taking away the advantage that Russian 
competitors had in Moscow and Amer 
icans had in Los Angeles in 1984. Mr. 
Simms considered the competition this 
year especially fierce among the more 
than 1,100 athletes participating in the 
Summer Games. “Our team losing to the 
Soviets at basketball stanled some 
people,” said Mr. Simms. “America 
usually dominates the Summer Games, 
and especially the American-created 

According to Mr. Simms, wherever 
Americans went in Seoul, the locals 
treated them with great respect. Thirty 
six percent of the adult Korean popu

tation speaks English as a second 
language, and he says the city taught cab 
drivers to understand enough English to 
take Westemers wherever they wanted 
to go. Mr. Simms said metropolitan Seoul 
showed no signs of war, but looked 
highly influenced by westem industrial 
ized cities. Down the street from Press 
Village, the condominiums which 
housed the foreign press members, Mr 
Simms could see franchised fast food 
restaurants and newly opened ice cream 
shops—a taste of capitalism in this exotic 
city. 

Anti-American sentiment became 
most evident when Seoul officials 
claimed that the American press gave 
overexposure to American athletes, 
while repeatedly showing a clip of a 
Korean boxer’s mistake and the subse. 
quent brawl which followed. 


“I think people will remember the 
1988 Olympics most for controversies in 
the news,” he said. “One good example 
is Canada's Ben Johnson, who lost his 
gold medal after testing positive for 
steroids.” Mr. Simms's group endeavored 
more to recount the Games rather than 
the scandals, covering some of the minor 
Sports that received little other media 
attention, particularly weightlifting and 
archery. The press in Seoul aimed to 
keep the world aware of everything 
going on, and he feels the job resulted 
in a successful try at doing so. 


Mr. Simms believes his work with 
Olympic coverage gives him more 
credibility with students and colleagues. 
His reputation for maintaining the 
Journalism Department's high standards 
also plays a part in the value of that 
curriculum. Students may complain 
about the difficulty they face in passing 
JM 101, the introductory journalism 
course, but Mr. Simms thinks a student's 
grasp of the English language can help 
in all facets of life. As for the Olympics, 
he doesn’t know if he wants to leave 
the classroom again to board another 
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plane destined for the Games anytime 
soon. “Tl let you know in 1992,” he 
said. 


Novelist Elly Welt 
Finds Auburn 
Ideal for Her Art

“What could be better than this for 
a writer?” asks Elly Wek, referring to the 
seclusion and beauty of her woodland 
Spanish hacienda 12 minutes from the 
university. Dr. Welt, Auburn's University 
Writer-in-Residence since 1987, ex- 
presses joy at living in Auburn, a place 
where she can write as she wants, 
working as an independent anist rather 
than according to a publisher's concep- 
tion of what makes a novel sell 


Dr. Welt’s life has not always seemed 
as ideal. She enjoys her Aubum home 
and the success of her second novel, 
Berlin Wild, aher ¥ years of struggle 
with her identity and art. The publishing 
industry incensed her as she struggled 
to publish her work without changing 
it for marketing. Her first novel, Joanna 
Reddingbood, 198}, fell under editing 
and marketing schemes of a publisher 
who wanted to “make changes that were 
not nice, just to make the novel sell.” 
Distribution failed, however, and the 
novel did not sell. “1 vowed to write my 
next novel the way I wanted,” she said. 
Published in 1986, Berlin Wild received 
warm critical acclaim across America and 
Europe, and Dr. Welt earned an 
international reputation. Publishers in 
Europe have translated the novel into 
French, German, Dutch, and Italian, and 
a Spanish translation will follow 


Although Dr. Welt did not begin 
writing until her thirties, the route that 
led her to the challenges of writing 
began in childhood, a time when she 
found special joy reading literature. She 
recalls her childhood in Omaha, Neb., 
when her father, a lawyer, introduced 
her to Shakespeare. “I loved the sound 
of the language,” she said, “although I 
didn’t understand it until 1 was older. 
Whenever it was on the radio we had 
our books and we read Shakespeare 
while we listened.” Her father took her 
to the library and directed her toward 
the best books. “I used to read them 
on the way home, falling off curbs.” 
Before she entered high school, Dr. Welt 
had gained a rudimentary understanding 
of literature, and her insight continued 
to grow. She cites William Faulkner's The 
Sound and The Fury as the greatest 
influence from her high school years. 


Despite her interest in literature, Dr 
Wek entered Morningside College in 
Sioux City, lowa, unsure of what she 
wanted to do with her life. After 
obtaining her bachelor’s degree, she 
entered law school at Morningside but 
left without a law degree and found 
herself in an “unhappy” marriage 
Divorced at 35 with three children, Dr. 
Welt decided to retum to Momingside 
in 1967 for her law degree. “I didn’t 
know what I wanted to do until I was 
in my thirties,” she said, recalling that 
as a child, “I thought about doing the

things women were supposed to do- 
getting married and having kids. 

“| just didn’t know who I was,” she 
said. “But when I was in my thirties, | 
discovered I wanted to be a novelist. 1 
took a course on 18th-century British 
novels and adored it, and I said, ‘This 
is what I can do.” She cited the authors 
she remembered most from that “very 
important” class: Fielding, Richardson. 
Swift. She also admired 19th. and 20th 
century writers, such as Joseph Conrad 
and Heinrich Boll, as well as Emest 
Hemingway for his ‘simplicity of 
language 

As her desire to write grew, she 
abandoned her pursuit of a law degree. 
because “legalese would harm my 
language. Law and writing didn't seem 
compatible.” Although she had only a 
bachelor’s degree, Morningside soon 
hired her to teach literature, and she 
continued to develop her discovered 
potential as a writer. “My first work was 
pretty bad,” she said, “but it kept getting 
better and better. It wasn't that I decided 
to be a novelist. I discovered that I was 
a writer.” 

Dr. Wek acknowledges that she 
started writing later than many authors. 
“I knew I could write by the time I was 
16 of 17, but I never considered writing 
a novel. I didn’t have enough back 
ground. I needed to get out and suffer 
in the world. Novelists have to be more 
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experienced than most writers.” She 
added, “Writing is a very philosophical 
thing, and people rarely develop philo 
sophical outlooks when they're young 

Dr. Welt obtained her master's degree 
from the University of South Dakota, 
where a teacher named John Milton 
not the 17th-century poet—encouraged 
her. “Milton threw my first novel in the 
trash can in his office as I sat there, and 
he said, “You can do this better." Before 
she entered the prestigious lowa Writers 
Workshop for a doctorate, she had begun 
revising her first novel. Novelist John 
Cheever, her dissertation director, and 
poet John Ciardi liked her novel, and 
encouraged her to send it to New York 
Although she completed the novel and 
received her doctorate, the book became 
her greatest frustration. 

1 received very good rejection 
letters,” she said. “I got one that called 
it ‘highly publishable’ and ‘witty’ and 
tight.” The publishers said it was ‘quiet 
and real’ and that they were publishing 
‘loud and unreal’ novels.” The letters 
were polite, even encouraging, but she 
felt broken-hearted. “Iwasa student with 
three kids, and I needed that book to 
sell. | needed the money, and I needed 
to get my foot in the door in New York.” 

She gave up on the novel and put 
it away, and when she reviewed it 17 
years later, she realized her mistakes 
From that experience, Dr. Welt learned 


a difficult lesson she calls critical to any 
writer's maturity. “1 didn't get to the truth 
1 was after,” she explained. “I didn't get 
into my characters enough, and 1 had 
learned so much since I had written it 
Dr. Welt applies her experience to her 
teaching. “In class, when we stan talking 
about a story, | ask, ‘What is the truth 
here?” With the lesson to serve as a 
guide, she plans to revise the novel for 
publication. 

Despite the initial frustrations, Dr. 
Wek never doubted her ability. “I 
doubted | would get published, not that 
1 could write,” she emphasized. “Those 
are two different things.” She recalls that 
she knew she had talent, “not some 
genius like Shakespeare, but good. When 
you can write,” she explained, “you're 
tok this—in high school, in college 
She added, “Some people want to be 
writers as much as I want to be a writer, 
and they think they're good, and they're 
noat—they don't have the talent. That 
must be tough. If a lot of people tell 
you that you lack talent, you must listen. 
I knew I had talent because people liked 
to read what I wrote 

Today, after years of struggle devel 
oping her talent, Dr. Welt has formed 
a comfortable lifestyle in Auburn. Before 
moving to Auburn, Dr. Welt held a full 
tenure teaching position in Norther 
Kentucky University's writing program 
After selling Berlin Wild w Viking Press, 
she took a leave of absence—which 
expired last spring—from NKU and 
moved to Key West, Fla, a home for 
some of America’s best writers, including 
Hemingway and Ciardi. It is also a frantic 
place. 

‘We went crazy in Key West,” she 
said. “After Berlin Wild, imerviewers 
wouldn't leave me alone. | told my 
husband, Peter, | needed to live some 
where else to write. When | heard that 
Aubum University needed a writer in 
residence, | decided that the peace 
Aubum would be perfect. We did not 
consider other locations. | have family 


in Atlanta, and | liked the students and 
faculty. And finding the hacienda was 
like magic.” 


Although Dr. Welt is still on the NKL 
faculty, she and Peter, a retired physician, 
decided to settle in Auburn. They 
purchased the land and hacienda down 
a half mile woodland drive. “We love 
Spanish things,” she said. “We saw the 
atrium and Mexican-tiled floors and said, 
that's it.” The hacienda was the perfect 
complement for theit second home, a 
house overlooking the Atlantic Ocean 
from high cliffs in the Canary Islands of 
Spain. 

Living in a secluded, forested setting, 
she can read and write without the 
tedium and disruptions of the bustling 
university, and she can concentrate on 
the writing of her pupils. As a teacher 
of fiction writing, Dr. Welt commits 
herself to editing and studying the 
writing her students submit, and the 
peace of mind the setting provides 
carries into her attitude toward teaching 
She emphasizes the need for an aspiring 
writer to “feel safe” with creative 
expression. 

Dr. Welt develops her writing daily, 
inventing characters and themes, arrang: 
ing plots, creating problems for her 
characters to resolve, and revising what 
she has written the day before. She insists 


that she does not use “technique,” 
however. “Interviewers always ask me 
if thave a theory of the novel,” she said. 
“Well, 1 don't.” Yet one finds her office 
Cluttered with tools of the writer's craft, 
evidence of technique. She maps her 
plots and effects on a small blackboard 
hanging on a wall. One finds her office 
cluttered with draft upon draft of each 
chapter and with books she uses to 
research for her writing. She types her 
revisions into her word processing 
computer. When asked how a writer 
decides what mast imporant 
element in any story, Dr. Welt answers 
that the story should be “readable. Most 
reader should be 
engaged,” she said. “Writers don’t 
analyze,” she continued. “We don't take 
things apart. We put things together. We 
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importantly, the 


synthesize. 

Dr. Wek “synthesizes” ideas and 
experiences, allowing a free play of 
thought and artistic perceptions from the 
authors she has studied and read 
Through years of learning, she has 
gained insight from her reading. Like 
most teachers of writing, she advocates 
whether novic

veteran—to read extensively, and they 
must read “good things.

In all her classes, Dr. Welt seeks to 
nurture her students’ creativity the same 
way Mikon, Cheever, and Ciardi nurtured 
hers. Through the semir 
ture, as students comment in tum on 
each other's writing, she encourages free 
thought. “1 aim af G6Gision for the writer 
to learn,” she asserted, then added that 
she does not “teach” creative writing 
1 am a midwife—tI help deliver what 
they create. I uy to encourage wi 
honesty.” She explained that if someone 
has a problem writing. she tells that 
student away from the class. “In atypical 
class, you'll have a certain number who 
believe they have talent, others who want 
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to find out if they do,” she s: 
Sometimes I have students who just 
don't belong in there. It's a class for 
students who really want to be writers 
Talented writers can be helped, not 
taught.” Dr. Wek defines talent caw 
tiously, and she doubts that she uses 
intuition” to teach writing “You're 
asking me about creativity, 
“There are hundreds of books on the 
subject. Still no one really knows what 
it is, and 1 am not an expen. But I would 
define talent as a given ability to do 
something” 

Dr. Welt says she is aware of the 
humiliation and shame a student can feel 
when confronting the limits of his of 
her talent, or when criticized in front 
of peers. She recalls professors who 
could “make the whole class cry at once’ 
with their harsh criticism and arrogance. 
Students, must be “creative, not 
disruptive,” Dr. Welt continued. Yet she 
wants them to accept the special chal 
lenge the writing class offers. “I want 
students to explore,” she said. 

She challenges her students to 
improve their fiction by exploring the 
pitfalls a writer faces, such as sentimen: 
tality and pretention. The challenge is 


she said. 
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making the story work.” She continued, 
Keep writing simple, not fancy. Write 
about what you're ready to write about, 
and write with clarity and grace. Also. 
a wniter should have an ability to judge 
his own work.” By demanding these 
criteria from her students, Dr. Welk 
designs her classes so that “students 
Never compete with each other, only 
with themseives.” 

While Dr. Welt contributes most of 
her teaching time to undergraduate 
classes, she is developing a graduate 
program in which students wishing to 
Publish their fiction may engage in close 
editing and more extensive story devel. 
opment. In fall quarter, three students 
enrolled in the program. A student may 
enter the program only through invita 
tion from Dr. Welt, and to receive an 
MA. in writing, a student must complete 
a novel or shor story collection for 
publication. If invited, a student with 
ability must decide if he or she is ready 
to continue, “ready for the long sit 
required to do a novel.” Meanwhile, she 
recommends that an aspiring writer read, 
revise, and write consistently. 

Dr. Welt believes writers, not scholars, 
Should teach creative writing classes. 
Uterary scholars keep literature alive. 
Without them | doubt we would have 
literature, but the writer is the one who 
Creates Ki.” She is testimony to that 
conviction, because her experience

Early Band Member 
Recalls Band’s 
First Formation

attending Tiger football 
games 50 years ago, you might recall a 
halftime show which changed the 
Auburm marching band forever. 

Charles Higgins “41 of Montgomery 
Was a trumpet player on that historic day

in 1938, when the Aubum band made 
its first field formation during halftime 
“We formed a block ‘A Mr. Higgins 
tecalled. “it wasn't as spectacular as 
today’s formations, but you have to 
remember that it marked the firs time 
any of us had marched in anything other 
than a rectangular box.” Mr Higgins 
explained that Frank Grubbs "4, a math 
professor who also served as assistant 
band director, designed the “A” diagram. 
“He came in with this block ‘A’ on graph 
Paper and had figured out a way for us 
to form the letter while marching. It was 
teally something innovative at the time. 


“The band was pan of the Cadet Corps 
back then,” Mr. Higgins continued. "We 
were an all-male military band with 
about 80 members. We practiced our 
music in Langdon Hall on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays; then marched 
with the ROTC cadets on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays.” 


Fifty years later, Mr. Higgins was able 
to experience the excitement of march 
ing again at Homecoming, when 
approximately 490 former band 
members retumed to perform in the 
alumni band at the Tigers’ game against 
Southern Mississippi. “I heard what a 
tremendous success the alumni band 
was last year through my friends who 
Participated,” Mr. Higgins said. “After 
listening to them tell what a wonderful 
time they had, I felt like 1 couldnt miss 
Out again this year.” 


Mr. Higgins, who marched in the band 
from 1937 until his graduation, said his 
nostalgia is stirred cach time he hears 
today’s band playing the same tunes 
performed in his day, such as the 
Auburn Alma Mater” and “Glory to Old 
Auburn.” But of special interest to him 
is the performance of “Tiger Rag,” whict 
he helped arrange 50 years ago. “Gerald 
Yelverton °39 of Montgomery, who went 
‘on to play with the Glen Miller Orchestra 
arranged the most beautiful version of 
‘Tiger Rag’ that | had ever heard,” Mr 
Higgins remembered. “He did the 
woodwind parts, and I helped him with 
the brass parts.”

Ed Williamson & 
Tennis Friends 
Having a Ball at 
Thrilla in Camilla

Eddie Williamson literally had a 
stroke of genius back in the mid 
seventies. That was when he extended 
a helping hand to stan a tennis tour 
nament that's been nicknamed the 
“Game of Love” in Camilla, Georgia 

A charity event, his Lite Southeastem 
Professional Invitational Tennis Benefit 
has been described by the enthusiastic 
as the world's largest tennis benefit for 
the 35 and older age group, but such 
superlatives aren't what sets this tour 
nament apart. Atmosphere and purpose 
do that 

The toumament covers four days 
every June, combining down-home 
warmth and hospitality with social 

Goings and the best of regional tennis. 
It harkens back to the era before 
professional tours geared up, back to the 
years when players stayed in local homes 
and struck up friendships they could 
renew with each toumament. That's the 
way it still is in Camilla. And the real 
payoff doesn’t go to the winner. Thanks 
to Williamson, the real payoff goes back 
to Camilla—in the form of a donation 
of tournament proceeds to the Mitchel! 
Baker Service Center for disabled and 
retarded citizens. 

Originally from Alabama, Williamson 
firs took to tennis in a big way as a 
teenager. By the time he had graduated 
from Aubum University, he ranked No. 
1 on the school's tennis team. In 1965 
he and his wife moved to Camilla, a rural 
farming community of 5,000 in South 
west Georgia 

“There's one thing about Camilla,” 
declares Williamson as play begins on 
the firs: day of the toumament. “I's a 
small town. One thing about a small 
town is you can be a big fish in a small 
pond if you want to be involved.” And 
it's part of Eddie Williamson's nature to 
want to be involved. From the first, he 
volunteered to head drive after drive. He 
served as presidem of the chamber of 


commerce and as president of the Rotary 
Club. And, along the way, Williamson 
became involved with the service center, 
a site of therapy and employment for 
the retarded citizens of Mitchell County. 

When he staned working with the 
center, it occupied an old, condemned 
building with holes in the walls, floors, 
and ceiling “I decided right then,” 
remembers Williamson, “we were going 
to get a building for our center.” So he 
and a group of others helped secure a 
small business loan to construct a new 
cemter, Today, the center occupies a 
modern facility on donated land outside 
town and also houses the Sheltered 
Employment Program, in which the 
retarded clients operate a self-sufficient 
business. 

An easygoing fellow with a wide smile 
and a broad accent reminiscent of, Jimmy 
Caner’s, Williamson displays compas- 
sion and bright interes: when it comes 
to Mitchell-Baker. “Our center is a real 
Success story. It has over 100 retarded 
clients employed. And I've seen miracles 
out here.” He tells of one 12-year-old 
boy who had to be carried everywhere 
when he first came to the center. “Now, 
out here, he's a productive citizen. He 
works, He's one of our more severely 
handicapped clients, but he works. He 
also now walks with a walker. That's what 
I mean about miracles,” says Williamson. 
He points to the compact, one-story 
building behind him “I've seen these 
kinds of miracles out bere. These are 
all people who are contributing to 
Society.” 

In from of him, the toumament’s 
matches heat up on the center's three 
sunbaked courts. “These are my two 
interests: tennis and the retardation 
cemter,” continues Williamson. “So 1 
blended the two of them together. It was 
just kinda natural for me.” He talks as 
he watches and listens to the 
Metronome: like rhythm of the action. 

Ten years ago, when the new center 
opened, Williamson deckled to convert 
@ social tournament he directed into a 
fundraiser. The first year, the tournament 
contributed $300 to Muchell-Baker. In 
1987, he made out a check for $25,000, 
and over the last decade, the toumament 
has raised more than $150,000 for the 
cemer. 

The stakes, obviously, are admirable, 
and the competition is high Each year 
Williamson—with the heip of his wife, 
Nan—recruits corporsie sponsors and 
invites 16 of the country’s top players 
in the 35's age bracket, most of them 
former touring pros. Players such as 
Charley Owens and Roy Barth have 
scored in past tournaments, and last 
year's competitors included the winners 
of both the national hardcourt touma- 
ment for 35's and the national indoor 
tournament for 35's. “Today these guys 
could beat a Stan Smith or a Roscoe 
Tanner,” says Williamson of the current 
field “It's just grown like everything else. 
But it’s a people toumament. The tennis 
is tmponant, but it's kinda secondary. 
We want nice people 

And that's who Williamson's “Thrilla 
in Camilla” attracts—droves of nice 
people. Locals gather to watch the play 
and open their homes to players and 
for community get-togethers.

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SEC Champs Again! 
Sugar Bowl Bound 
Tigers Topple Tide

Amen Comer tumed out to be a dead 
end street for Auburn's final four 
opponents, as the Tigers finished strong 
to claim a share of their second con. 
secutive SEC title and third in the last 
six years. The Tigers, 10-1, tied LSU with 
a 6-1 conference record, but a number 
seven ranking in the Associated Press 
poll eamed Aubum a retum trip to the 
Sugar Bowl against Florida State Jan. 2 
Victories over Florida, Southern Missis 
sippi, and Georgia set the stage for 
another Iron Bowl showdown Nov. 25, 
and Alabama-killer Lawyer Tillman and 
a relentless defense paced the Tigers to 
a 15-10 win, their third consecutive 
victory in the series and fifth in the last 
seven years. 

Tillman, whose reverse touchdown 
tun clinched a 21-17 win over the Tide 
two years ago and who set up the Tigers 
only touchdown in last year's 10-0 
triumph with a long reception, again 
made the big play. With a narrow 83 
lead Late in the third quarter, the senior 
receiver made a leaping 53-yard grab on 
a third-and-19 from the Aubum 14. 
Sophomore tailback Stacy Danley ran for 
18 yards, and senior Freddy Weygand's 
12-yard catth left the ball at the one. 
Junior Vincent Harris scored from there, 
and junior kicker Win Lyle tacked on the 
extra point for a 15-3 advantage 

The Tide's Philip Doyle hooked a 49. 
yard field goal attempt early in the fourth 
quarter, but quarterback David Smith 
rallied Alabama in the final minutes. In 
a litle more than a minute-and-a-half, 
Smith, who completed 20 of 35 passes 
for 255 yards, moved his team 89 yards 
for a score. Smith hit Greg Payne for a 
12-yard touchdown pass with 3:23 left 
but Auburn recovered an onside kick 
attempt and ran out the clock 

The Tiger defense limited Alabama 
to 12 net rushing yards, sacked Smith 
six times, once for a safety, and 
intercepted two of his passes. Aubum 
totaled 130 rushing yards, 97 by Danley 
and junior quarterback Reggie Slack 
passed for 220 yards. 

Senior defensive tackle Tracy Rocker 
set the tone with an cight-yard sack of 
Smith on the game's first play. After a 
Tide punt, the Tigers drove 46 yards to 
the Bama eight, but a failed third down 
pass forced Auburn to settle for a 25 
yard Lyle field goal with 11:25 left 
the first period. 

The Tide responded minutes later. 
moving to a first-and-goal at the Aubum 
nine, but the defense stiffened, and 
Doyle came on for a 20-yard field goal 
totie the contest. Aubum countered with 
Tillman's first big play, but his 46-yard 
catch was wasted when Danley fumbled 
at the Alabama six. Senior defensive 
tackle Ron Stallworth made sure the 
Tigers didn't come away empty, drop:

Aubum took the free kick and 
cashed in on Lyle’s 22-yard field goal 
with 13:02 in the second quarter. Junior 
linebacker Quentin Riggins intercepted 
a deflected pass near the Auburn goal 
line to snuff an Alabama threat and 
preserve the 8-3 lead 

A victory over the Florida Gators Oct 
29 started the Tigers’ stretch run to the 
SEC crown. Winless at Gainesville since 
1972, Auburn used Florida Field as just 
another site to showcase its defensive 
talent and shut down the opposition. The 
Tigers added Florida to their string of 
shutout victims, forcing three tumovers 
and limiting the Gators to 116 tocal yards, 
for a 16-0 win and 7-1 record. 

Danley led the Aubum offense with 
131 of its 212 rushing yards and scored 
the game's only touchdown early in the 
fourth quarter. Defense and special 
teams, however, dominated the contest 
Lyle's 40-yard field goal midway through 
the second period staked the Tigers to 
a 3-0 lead, and the defense did the rest. 
Florida finished with only 13 rushing 
yards, minus-five through the first three 
quarters. Late in the third quarter, senior 
punter Brian Shulman, who averaged 
41.4 yards on nine kicks, pinned the 
Gators at their own one, one of three 
Auburn punts downed inside the Florida 
10-yard line. A Gator punt left the Tigers 
at the UF 38, and Lyle eventually added 
a 22-yard field goal when the drive

Riggins’ pass interception and 33-yard 
return to the Gator nine a minute later 
helped Aubum finish Florida. Danley 
lost a yard on first down, but scored from 
the 10 on the next play. Lyle added the

Aubum made shon work of 81 
Southem Mississippi on Homecoming, 
but lost its chance for a fourth consec 


Weygand. After Slack hit Tillman for a 
46-yard gain, sophomore Greg Taylor 
scored on a 20-yard reverse with 1:25 
left in the quarter. 

Three fumbles and an interception 
didn't stop Auburn from adding to its 
lead in the second period. Lyle kicked 
a 26-yard field goal, and Slack had a one 
yard bootleg seconds before the half 
Danley’s one-yard touchdown run late 
in the third quarter finished the Tigers 
scoring, Southern Miss quarterback Brett 
Favre threw a 22-yard touchdown pass 
and two-point conversion with 1:47 left 
in the game to end the Tigers’ shutout 
Since LSU quarterback Tom Hodson’s 
game-winnng touchdown pass four 
games earlier, Aubum had blanked the 
opposition for 15 quarters. 

A stadium and state record crowd of 
85,214 saw the visiting Georgia Bulldogs 
do what no other team had done to the 
Tiger defense all year—put the ball in 


the end zone in the first 30 minutes of 
play. On the Bulldogs’ first series,

utive shutout with a 38:8 victory. The 
Tigers rolled to a 21-0 first-quarter lead 
and 31-0 halftime advantage before the 
Golden Eagles won the final two periods

the first of five extra points. Slack 
completed 14-023 passes for 272 yards,

Hollis’ History of 
Tiger Football 
Now Available 


Auburn Football. The Complete 
History 1892-1987 is now available for 
$17.95 at bookstores throughout Ala 
bama. The book, by Dan Hollis “41, 
briefly chronicles all 870 Tiger football 
games from Auburn's first team in 1892 
to the 1987 SEC champions. 

While conducting his research on the 
book, Hollis discovered several errors in 
records and accounts of Auburn's 
football past. The most celebrated of 
these was the true score of the 1899 
Aubum- Georgia game, previously listed 
as a 0-0 tie. Hollis’ research resulted in 
evidence that the true outcome was an 
11-6 Tiger win, because the decision of 
the referee to call the game due to 
darkness with only 30 seconds 
remaining was overruled by the exec 
utive committee of the Southem Inter 
collegiate Athletic Association. Officials 
at both Aubum and Georgia are going 
to examine this evidence after the 
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season, to decide whether to change the 
current series results, which stand at 43 
42.7, with Aubum holding a one-game 


In addition to game accounts, the 
book contains brief biographies of 
Aubum presidents, athletic directors, 
and sports information directors. Also 
included is information on the Tigers’ 
All-American and All-Conference per 
formers, bowl teams, individual and 
team records, and even athletic facilities. 
In short, Hollis’ book contains just about 
everything any Aubum fan ever wanted 
to know about Tiger football.
